BUDGET SHOWS SURPLUS 


Rome, Aug. 2 (By A. P.).— 
Premier Mussolini tonight called 
upon the people of Italy to help in 
the struggle which the government 
is waging to rehabilitate Italian 
finances, by eating a type of war 
bread containing a maximum of 80 
to 85 per cent of wheat. 

Through a new series of drastic 
decrees adopted by the cabinet, at 
the personal request of the premier, 
it is hoped to cut down on the 
wheat importations which are 
largely responsible for the great 
Italian adverse international trade 
balance. 

Deciding against institution of a 
system of bread cards, it was de- 
termined to adopt a single type of 
war bread, whose prices would be 
fixed by the provincial food com- 
mittee. Each unit of bread will not 
exceed 200 grams. The decrees 
also prohibit the manufacture and 
sale of “luxury’’ bread, and the 
manufacture of sweets and pastries 
containing wheat flour. Violations 
of the decree will be published se- 
verely, and a strict system of en- 
forcing them has been created.

France paid to the United States 
yesterday 310,000.000. The money 
was paid.in cash and was handled 
through the Federal Reserve Bank 
in New York, being deposited there 
to the credit of the Treasury. The 
sum was the semiannual payment of 
interest on $400,600,000 which 
France owes the United States for 
war stocks sold to that government 
after the armistice. 

This item of $400.000,.000 was in- 
cluded in the debt agreement signed 
by M. Berenger on behalf of France 
and which neither the Senate nor 
the French parliament has ratified. 
If it had been ratified by France be- 
fore the day came for the payment, 
France would have saved $1,900,- 
000, because under the funding ar- 
rangement the amount of interest 
would -héve been calculated at 
$9,000,000 instead of $10,000,000, 
due to the lower interest rate. 

Under the agreement for the sale 
of the army stocks, France is re- 
quired to pay the interest charges 
in cash rather than in securities. 
The pending debt agreement, how- 
ever, would permit the payments to 
be made in Liberty bonds or securi- 
ties of equal value.

It was learned today that repre-

Asserts Charge That He Set

‘WOOD WAS ARRESTED

Fight Over Property Finds 
Echo in Statement by

Arrest of Russell Wood, 20-year- 
old son of O. E. Wood, an overseer 
of Ravensworth, historic Lee estate 
in Fairfax county, Va., in connec- 
tion with the burning of the man- 
sion early Sunday, was described as 
“mot right’ by Mrs. Robert E. Lee 
last night. 

“The charges against the youth 
were unfounded, Mrs. Lee declared, 


adding that he had nothing to gain 
from destruction of the old Lee 
home. 

Wood was locked in the Fairfax 
jail yesterday after questioning by 
police, who declared that circum- 
stances surrounding the burning of 
the mansion resembled those sur- 
rounding the fire which damaged 
the home of Andrew Nelson, care- 
taker of the estate, a week ago last 
Sunday. Wood was arrested fol- 
lowing the fire in the Nelson house 
but was released because of insuffi- 
ciént evidence. After the destruc- 
tion of Ravensworth he again was 
arrested by Haywood Durrer and 
Virgil Williams, Fairfax county po- 
licemen. 


Battle Over Estate. 


An echo of the bitter tight and 
legal battle over control of the Lee 
estate between Dr. George Bolling 
Lee and Mrs. Robert E. Lee was 
found in Mrs. Lee’s statement yes- 


terday. The two were named as 
joint owners of the property by the 
court. Dr. Lee is the son of the 
late Gen. W. H. F. Lee, and Mrs. 
Lee is the widow of YVPr. Lee’s 
brother. 

Mrs. Lee declared that the 
youth’s father had been appointed 
by Dr. Lee. She resented also, she 
said, the fact that although she was 
in Washington at the time the 
fire was discovered she was not no- 
tified of it until afternoon although 
Dr. Lee was notified immediately.

It had been suggested 
that the cellars had been raided and 
the mansion fired to cover up theft 
of the liquor.

A plan prepared by the Maryland 
State roads commission to extend 


Rhode Island avenue from the Dis- 
trict line at Mount Rainier to con- 
nect with the Washington-Balti- 
more boulevard at Hyattsville, and 
in this connection to build a bridge 
over the Baltimore & Ohio railroad 
tracks at Hyattsville, which would 
6liminate the present dangerous 
crossing, was presented at the 
joint meeting of the town council 
and the executive committee of the 
Hyattsville Chamber of Commerce 
last night. 

The plan was brought in by a 
committee composed of Mayor Irvin 
Owings, of Hyattsville; T. Howard 
Duckett and J. Enos Ray. In pre- 
senting the plan the committee 
pointed out that the State can not 
advance the $125,000 which would 
be necessary to extend the avenue 


at this time, and the citizens were | 


requested to advance the money 
and await an appropriation from the 
State legislature for repayment.

MONEY FOR EXPENSES

Hospitality of Wood and In- 
sular Officials Is Helping 
Out. 


The special mission headed by 
Col. Carmi Thompson, which is 
making a study of the Philippines 
for President Coolidge may find its 
work materially curtailed for lack 
of funds, it became known here yes- 
terday. In the absence of any Fed- 
eral appropriation that could be 
used for the purposes, the expenses 


of the mission thus far, which have 
not been large, have been met by 
Col. Thompson. 

When the mission left the United 
States, the War Department com- 
municated with Maj. Gen. Leonard 
Wood, governor general of the 
islands, to ascertain if there was 
any funds available there to take 
care of the expenses of the mission. 
The reply was that neither the gov- 
ernor general nor the Philippine 
government had any fund from 
which withdrawals could be author- 
ized to meet the expenses of the 
Thompson mission. 

Inquiry at the White House yes- 
terday disclosed that the President 
has no funds out of which special 
missions such as the Philippine in- 
quiry group could be paid. 

A cable from Manila last night, 
however, said the native legislature 
has expressed a willingness to de- 
fray the expenses. 

The Thompson party has at 
disposal the boats of the insular 
government for trips to the sea- 
coast cities of the islands, but no 
means of transportation can be pro- 
vided to take the party to the in- 
land towns should Col. Thompson 
desire to include these in the points 
where he desires to make a per- 
sonal study. The movements of the 
mission thus far have been made 
possible through the hospitality of 
Gen. Wood and the insular govern- 
ment.

the legal scope of senatorial in- 
quiry. -This decision of the Su- 
preme Court was rendered in the 
Newberry case... It may bar the 
way to any consideration being 
given the primary expenditures in 
Illinois and Pennsylvania by the 
Senate committee on privileges and 
elections if the Vare and Smith 
cases come before that committee. 

Prior to the Newberry case, the 
question of large expenses in sen- 
atorial primaries figured in the 
case of Isaac Stephenson, of Wis- 
consin, who was seated March 4, 
1909. Fifteen months later a 
communication reached the Senate 
from the secretary of state of Wis- 
consin implying that the large, pri- 
mary expeditures of $107,000 and 
other matters showed that the elec- 
tion had been brought about by 


fcorrupt methods. 


Testimony taken by the Senate 
committee on privileges and elec- 
tions showed that no attempt had 
been made io account for any of 
the $107,000 expended. Neverthe- 
less, the Senate on February 12, 
1912, voted against unseating 
Stephenson. The power of the Sen- 
ate to inquire into the practices and 
methods employed in the primary 
election was even at that time a 
live question, though both the ma- 
jority and minority reports of the 
committee took the view that the 
Senate had such power. At that 
time, it is pointed out, there was 
no decision of the supreme court to 
definitely frame the law on the 
subject. The committee, however, 
reported in part as follows: 

“Expenditure of $107,000 in a 
primary campaign, in the absence 
of a State or Federal law limiting 
amount of expengitures by candi- 
dates is criticized by the commit- 
tee, but not held sufficient to es- 
tablish corruption allegations.”’ 

In the famous Lorimer case, this 
senator from Illinois was expelled 
on May 20, 1912, by a vote of 55-28 
On the ground that he was “not 
duly and legally elected.’’ In cases 
where the legality of the election is 
an issue, such as the Brookhart case 
or the Nye case for example, a ma- 


seating or unseating of the senator. 
But in cases where the legality of 
the election cannot successfully be 
challenged the unseating requires 
a two thirds instead of a majority 
vote. 

Taking the Vare case as an ex- 
ample, it is pointed out, the chances 
are that Vare’s right to be sworn 
in may be challenged when he pre- 
sents his certificate of election from 
the governor of Pennsylvania. A 
move may be made to refer the 
matter to the committee on privi- 
leges and elections with the pro- 
viso that Vare be not sworn in un- 
til the committee reports. If the 
Senate is made up of a majority of 
Democrats and insurgent Republi- 
cans, it is assumed that the ‘yote 
would sustain that motion. 

But the issue upon which the 
committee would be asked to report 
would be whether or not Vare had 
been legally elected. And if there 
is no evidence of illegality and if 
the primary expenditures are ruled 
excluded by the supreme court the 
Only question which the committee 
could deal with, it is explained, 
would pertain to the methods em- 
ployed in the election as_ distin- 
guished from the primaries. And 
if no evidence of corrupt practice 
in the election is found, there is 
nothing for the committee to do but 
80 report, it is emphasized. And if 
there is no corruption shown it is 
difficult to see how the Senate can 
vote that Vare’s election has been 
invalidated by corruption, for the 
resolution aimed at Vare’s expul- 
Sion will have to base it on the 
corruption charge. 

Anyway, if the primary expendi- 
tures are excluded, those who are 
asked to pledge themselves to vote 
for Vare’s unseating must virtually 
agree to vote before they hear the 
evidence, according to senators 
who, like Senator Reed, of Pennsyl- 
vania, have not joined in the chorus 
against the Republican nominee for 
the Senate from Pennsylvania.

Iceland’s Dish “I

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Horna Fijordr, Iceland, Aug. 
(By A. P.).—Iceland, remote little 
island in the seas of the far North 
and isolated by hundreds of miles 
of storm-swept ocean from its near- 
est neighbor, has one of the most 
distinctive cookeries in the world. 

Characteristic fish and cheese 
dishes have been handed down from 
mother to daughter for nearly 1,000 
vears. 

Of all the distinctive dishes 


“skyr’’ is one of the oldest and cer- 
tainly the favorite. 

Here is the recipe for ‘‘skyr’’ pre- 
pared and tested jointly by the six 
charming daughters of Mr. Daniels- 
son. It must be remembered that 
“skyr’ was one of the favorite 
dishes of the old Norsemen who dis- 
covered Iceland more than 1,000 
vears ago, and the recipe has been 
handed down almost unchanged. 

Materials: 16-20 quarts of milk, 
2 large spoonfuls well-filtered curds, 
10-12 drops cheese rennet. 

The milk is filtered into a pot, 
heated and boiled for a few minutes. 
Then it is passed through a sieve 
and again cooked over a light flame 
until it stands at a temperature of 
about 112 degrees Fahrenheit (36 
degrees Reamur). The thick curds 
and rennet are added and stirred 
well. Then the pot is covered with 
lid and linen cloth to prevent pre- 
mature cooling. 

After six hours it ‘is uncovered 
(woe be to the housewife who opens 
the pot too soon!) well strained, 
and stirred until it is quite free of 
lumps. A little cream is added for 
delicacy’s sake. 

“Skyr’’ is served cold in a crystal 
bowl, with a ‘‘sauce’’ made of cream 
and finely-powdered sugar. 

The quality of the dish depends 
very much upon the curds used in 
its preparation. They are made in 
the following way: 

After ordinary curds are strained 
they are stirred in a bow! and made 
thinner by two spoonfuls of cream 
and a quart of lukewarm scalded 
milk. Thorough stirring, say the 
six Miss Danielssons, is the secret 
of success.

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PRIMARY ELECTIONS TODAY. 
“Midsummer primary contests are now on in 
earnest. Six States will hold their primaries 
today, and in three of Mis- 
sourl and Oklahoma, Republican senators now 


holding office are seeking the reindorsement 
of their party. During August ten other 
States will nominate their senatorial, con- 
gressional and State officers by the primary 
method, and one, Idaho, by convention. Six 
Republican and three Democratic senators 
will have their party status defined by the 
voters before August ends, and during Sep- 
tember eleven other States will conduct their 
primaries. 

In today’s senatorial primary contests pro- 
hibition and the world court are live issues. 
In Missouri the liquor question has been made 
an outstanding issue with the Republican sen- 
atorial incumbent, George W. Williams, main- 
taining a middle ground. Congressman 
Hawes, who setks the Democratic nomination, 
admittedly inclines to the ‘‘wet’’ side, and 
his success would: be hailed as a definite wet 
-wictory. Senator Harreld, of Oklahoma, Re- 
publican, is as dry as they come in American 
politics. His victory in the strictly party fight 
is assured. 

Senator Curtis’ vote against the world court 
has subjected him to some opposition in the 
primary, but not of a character to endanger 
that victory which is conceded to him in 
advance. Much interest attaches to the Ken- 
tucky primary of next Saturday, and Senator 
Ernst has only nominal opposition. He has 
been ‘‘regular’’ and supported President Cool- 
idge on all occasions, and is an acknowledged 
“dry.’’ His opponent in the election doubtless 
will be Representative Barkley, of Paducah. 
The liquor question will not.figure to any ex- 
sent in the State, as the delegations in both 
Benate and.House are dry. The campaign in 
Kentucky will be fought out on national is- 
sues, with the tariff in the forefront. Ken-

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ISRAEL ZANGWILL. 

By the death of Israel Zangwill, English 
literature is made the poorer and the Jewish 
race loses a consistent, sturdy and unflinching 
champion. On the essays, novels, plays and 
poems, which he poured forth in abundant 
profusion and yet without the haste that would 
have been damaging to the artistry which he 
prized, there is the unmistakable stamp of 
genius. 

Strange to say, however, in England, the 
land his birth, he is at the present moment 
better“known as an ardent controversialist 
than as great writer. The questions of the 
hour, if *they appealed to him at all, had a 


% | strong fascination for him, and he threw him- 


self with energy and zeal into the advocacy of 
whatever side of a cause he embraced. Thus, 
he became an activejand efficient champion of 
votes for women and the untiring and out- 
spoken opponent of British intervention in 
Russia, of the Black-and-Tan regime in Ire- 
land, of Zionism in Palestine, of Fascisim in 
Italy and of Ku-Kluxism in the United States. 
Zangwill, like so many other celebrities, 
began his career as a teacher. It was .char- 
acteristic of his grim determination, as well as 
symptomatic of his great natural ability, that, 
while so engaged, he read for and secured 
the coveted honor degree of B. A. of London 
university. From pedagogy he drifted into 
journalism, winning his spurs at every stage, 
until finally, in 1892, when he was 28, he took 
the world by storm with his powerful novel, 
“The Children of the Ghetto,’’ which was sub- 
sequently dramatized and produced with great 
success on the stage at New York and else- 
where. ‘The Melting Pot,’’ ‘‘Merely Mary 
Ann” and ‘‘We Moderns’’ added to his repu- 
tation as a playwright, while a series of novels 
of force continued to show his mastery in 
that domain. A Jew himself, he dealt largely 
in his writings with the Jewish people, of 
whose rights and claims he was always a stout 
protagonist, even when, on certain points of 
policy, he differed widely and pugnaciously 
from prominent members of his own race. 
Some of the controversies in which he en- 
gaged are already dead, and the others will 
die in their turn. In the long run,

Taxing Dlicit Liquor. 

To the Editor of The Post——Sir: 
In old volumes on domestic economy 
there are given numerous recipes 
for making a dish very popular in 
England known as ‘potted hares.” 
While cooks who offer the 
information as to the way of cook- 
ing’ the bunny in various forms 
_ differ as to the sauces to be used 
ithey all agree on the prime req- 
uisite. Each starts with the sug- 
‘gestion ‘‘First catch the hare.”’ 

An Associated Press ° dispatch 
wired throughout the length of the 
land tell us that the Treasury De- 
partment has determined to break 
up the illicit manufacture of liquor 
by means of taxation. With this 
powerfyl weapon the department 
instructs its enforcement officers to 
get busy and collect the tax of $6.40 
per gallon on distilled spirits used 
for beverage purposes and . $6 
barrel on’ beer produced for the 
same illegal use. It would seem to 
an outsider that the department has 
failed to point out the necessity 
which confronts its officers in that 
it has not told them to first ‘“‘catch 
the hare.”’ 

If these officials can catch all the 
‘hares’? now engaged in producing 
white-mule, moonshine, peach 
brandy, 5 per cent suds, and the 
other decoctions and distillations, 
for which the demand is unlimited, 
and can collect from. them the 
amounts prescribed we can afford to 
forgive France her debts. But at

Williamstown, Mass., Aug. 2 (By 
A. P.) —Arguments for and against 
Philippine independence were made 
by four speakers, two on each side, 
=—- the Institute on Politics to- 

ay. 

An ardent plea for independence 
was made by Pedro Guevara, resi- 
dent commissioner from the Philip- 
pines, but in default of immediate 
and complete independence, he ad- 
vocated that the islands be per- 
mitted to form their own constitu- 
tion and conduct their own affairs. 

Prof. Stephen P. Dugga, of New 
York university, and a member of 
the Philippine educational commis- 
sion, said it was debatable whether 
the Filipinos could conduct their 
own governmental affairs, and he 
favored the Fairfield bill, presented 
to the last Congress, which pro- 
vides that in 20 years the people 
on the islands should vote on sever- 
ing or retaining their United States 
connection. 

He also said that the islands 
would be insecure if the United 
States should withdraw and that 
Japan probably would attempt to 
control them. 


Freedom Advocated. 


Judge Jose A. Santos, a member 
of the Philippine cabinet under 
Gen. Leonard Wood, advocated 
granting of independence by the 
following steps: 

“The United States should au- 
thorize the Philippine legislature to 
cal] for a constitutioal convention. 
Under the government formed by 
this constitution, the Philippines 
would confer on the United States 
such rights as are necessary to safe- 
guard our split’interests. A treaty 
might then be concluded which 
should provide for the establish- 
ment by the United States of a na- 
val base on the islands, and which 
would adjust financial and trade re- 
lations and provide for compensa- 
tion of Americans discharged by 
the government by reason of its 
new status.’’ 

Vicente Villamin, finance lawyer 
and economist of New York, de- 
clared immediate absolute separa- 
tion from the United States would 
be extremely unwise for the Phil- 
ippines. He advocated establish- 
ment of complete local self-govern- 
ment of Filipinos with a Filipino 
drafted constitution and Filipino 
elected governor, but retention of 
the sovereignty of America to curb 
excesses as a moderating influence 
and present involvement in inter- 
national complications.

BREAK ATLANTIC RECORD 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

London, Aug. 2.——Five plucky 
American college youths, compris- 
ing the captain and crew of the 50- 
foot schooner, Primrose, are the

Leaving the Nantucket lightship 
in the United States, the college 
boys arrived in the harbor at Fal- 
mouth 21 days later, thus estab- 
lishing a record for small craft in 
crossing the Mlantic under sail.

|Bad Liquor Killed 700 


New Yorkers in Year 

New York, Aug. 2 (By A. P.).— 
Seven hundred persons died ‘in 
New York cif¥ from poison liquor 
last year. J. W. Quillen, chief chem- 
ist of the bureau of internal reve- 
nue, said today. in issuing a warn- 
ing against drinking bootleg whis- 
ky. 

When he became chief chemist in 
1921 75 per cent of the hard liquor 
samples received for analysis were 
“straight’’ whisky, he added. In 
1924 whisky of the preprohibition 
type had been exhausted, and de- 
natured alcohol made its appear- 
ance ‘redistilled in March, 1925.

“I was 1 up going to the fourth 
hole, and Miss Wethered played 
the most beautiful game I’ve 
ever seen in my life. If any man 
had been playing with her he 
wouldn’t have held her at all. She 
was playing man’s par. She is as 
perfect a golfer as a woman can be 
with the handicap of being a 
woman.

“I think I should say my match 
with Mrs. Mary K. Browne, at the 
Rhode Island Country club in 1924.

‘I would say that above all things 
clothes should be comfortable, and 
at the same time so correct as to 
cause no embarrassment. .My un- 
derclothing for golf are the same as 
for any other occasion, and include 
a light elastic girdle. A _ blouse, 
sweater and skirt seem to me about 
the most sensible clothes for golf, 
or a light silk dress. Care should 
be taken that the armholes are loose 
enough to give complete freedom, 
and that the skirt is not too short, 
since that makes one self-conscious. 
Also, I avoid full pleated skirts for 
the same reason, since they blow 
about dreadfully. Clothes should 
be practical and comfortable, neat 
but not gaudy, for the links, I think. 
Shoes should be very comfortable. 
They ought to have a slight heel, 
and preferably should be spiked, 
since this gives a better grip, and 
aids towards good balance. Stock- 
ings should be lightweight wool. 
And I advise a hat by all means, 
since otherwise hair, long or 
bobbed, blows into the eyes and 
makes a person nervous.”’

M. Rutty, 3831 Thirteenth street 
nortbwest, began improvements, 
those who bought from Pickford 
or otherwise acquired/part of what 
was Pickford’s farm, began court 
action to prevent her from closing 
the street.

Then, in a 
special session of the executive com- 
mittees of the Southwest Business 
Men’s association, and the South- 
west Citizens association, who spon- 
sored the meeting, two other mem- 
bers of the committee at large were 
appointed, and subcommittees were 
appointed from each of the associa- 
tions.

F. Robinson, and the members of 
the business men’s subcummittee are 
Henry Auth and Robert Strobel, and 
of the citizens’ subcommittee, Frank 
A. Johnson and George S. Fraser.

Midcity Urges a Site. 


At the same time, plans were 
completed by the Midcity Citizens 
association for a special meeting at 
4 o'clock tomorrow afternoon in 
the Convention Hall 
to boost the location of center mar- 
ket on a site between K and L 
streets, and east of Sixth street 
northwest. 

The meeting was called by A. J. 
Driscoll, president of the associa- 
tion. A call was sent out to 60 
business men, market specialists 
and District authorities to be pres- 
ent. The purpose, Mr. Driscoll ex- 
plained, is to take steps to impress 
upon the committee of the National 
Capital park and planning commis- 
sion and the Department of Agri- 
culture considering the matter, the 
advantages of the midcity location. 

The plan of the Baltimore @ 
Ohio railroad to have the farmers’ 
produce market located on the Eck- 
ington tract in the northeast sec- 
tion is more far reaching than the 
mere consideration of a market, it 
was stated at the Southwest meet- 
ing last night. 


Belt Line Is Mentioned. 


The location of the market in 
that section; it was asserted, would 
considerably enhance the possibility 
of putting through the Lough- 
borough Belt Line railroad project, 
recently defeated in Congress. 

The realization of this belt line, 
or a similar one, would virtually 
give the Baltimore & Ohio railroad 
a throathold on all competition in 
the movement of the vast bulk of 
freight between the North and 
South, it was stated. 

Further than that. 
ed, it would make a 
post’ of Washington, 
defeat of its plans of beautification. 
The belt line, although it might 
operate under another name, woyld 
be for the actual benefit of the 
Baltimere & Ohio, it is said. The 
location of the market on the Eck- 
ington tract, according to assertions 
made, would create a_ condition 
that would double the arguments 
for the belt line. 

The committee of the business 
men, however, intend to concen- 
trate first on the advantage to be 
gained by the location of the Center 
market and the farmer’s produce 
market, in fact to locate a market 
terminal, along the water front in 
the southwest section. 


Near Fish Market. 


The actual site proposed, it was 
pointed out, is south of Maryland 
avenue, and in no part north of it, 
between Twelfth and Fourteenth 
streets, and along Watdr street. 
Since the municipal fish market is 
already here, the markets would be 
conveniently together, it is con- 
tended. 

The opening up of the new Ar- 
lington Memorial bridge would vir- 
tually demand the location of the 
market center along the Southwest 
water front, it was stated, while an 
argument presented by Mr. Scalco 
was ‘“‘What will the Georgetown 
merchants do in case the market is 
located in the Northeast?”’ 

Much stress was laid upon the 
Southwest being the “logical loca- 
tion,’’ and on the “injury to down- 
town business’’ in case the market 
is moved to some far-away loca- 
tion. The resolutions presented en- 
dorsements of the letter to the com- 
mittee considering the market site 
by Wrisley Brown, president of the 
Potomac Freight Terminal Co., and 
of a number of specific arguments 
of the associations.

Two Recommendations Made. ¢ 


Corporation Counsel Francis H 
Stephens has recommended a course 
of procedure to the commissioners 
It is that the traffic director be re- 
quired to obtain service of hia 
orders of revocation or suspension 
personally or by registered mail; 
that the motorist then be granted 
ten days to file an appeal in writing 
with the commissioners: that oral 
hearings be held only in difficult 
cases and on questions of fact; 
and that, in case of oral hearings, 
the superintendent of licenses or 
some other designated Destrict of- 
ficial hear the testimony and pre- 
sent its transcript to the commia- 
sioners with recommendations. 

Daniel FE. Garges, secretary to tha 
board of commissioners. has added 
a substitute recommendation that 
an assistant corporation counsel be 
designated to hear oral testimony 
in difficult cases. 

Eldridge vesterday suspended 
four additfonal drivers’ permits, 
three for driving while drunk and 
one for a second offense of reckless 
driving. Of the score or more of 
motorists losing their permits in 
this way during the last 39 days, 
only one has filed an appeal. 


Campaign Against Road Hogs. 


The traffic director has asked 
Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintend- 
ent of police, to campaign against 
‘‘road hogs’ who drive so far in the 
middle of the street that motorists 
overtaking them cannot pass them 
on the left. Traffic regulations for- 
bid passing a car from the rear on 
the right. 

“The greatest trouble is on Mas- 
sachusetts avenue,” said Mr. Eld- 
ridge. ‘“‘There is room for three 
lines of traffic on each side of the 
street. When the signal stops mo 
torists at a givenscorner, the first 
car stopped should draw in as near 
to the curb as possible, the next to 
the left of the first. and the third 
just right of the middle of the 
street. Cars subsequently stop- 
ping should do so in the same or- © 
der. 

Three Lines Abreast. 


Then when the signal 
to go ahead, the three lines 
fic should proceed abreast. ’ 

“Mfotorists do not do this. In 
atead each one tries to get into the 
middle of the street. The result is 
that some get on the wrong side of 
the street and a mixup occurs when 
the traffic signal is changed. But 
the same condition appears on all 
streets. Motorists up and down 
Pennsylvania avenue proceed 4s 
near the car tracks as they can in- 
stead of as near the curb as possi- 
ble. 

“Obedience to one of our von 
tions will change all this. I am 
asking the police to enforceit. It 
reads as follows: 

‘*A yehicle shall keep over as 
near as practicable to the right- 
hand curb, so as to leave sufficient 
space between the same and the 
center of the street for overtaking 
traffic.’ ”’
